Since the country'of Goethe and Kant was nailed to 
the crooked cross there is darkness over all the land. 
The light of the spirit that had made a highly civilized 
nation famous is extinguished. The shadow of the 
swastika wraps eighty million people in spiritual darkness. 

How was it tioae ? The deadly enemy of Nazism is 
the. free thought of'^ee people. When the “big guns” 
of ihe Party are shooting at their enemy they do their 
shooting' by shouting. Words need not have sense. 
They even can be complete nonsense. It is only the 
sotmd that matters, this unsound sound that shakes the 
minds of people who are fed only on slogans and are 
educated and forced to believe that thinking is a function 
only to be done by Government action. 

The tree of knowledge (of Nazism) bears strange 
fixiits. Those gathered in this book are proof of the 
kind of spiritual food on which a whole nation, under- 
fed as it is physically, is compelled to live psychically. 
Is that life ? 

Life, to say it with the words of Macbeth, “is a 
Tde told by an idiot, full of sound and fury, Signifying 
nothing. . . .”
